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4. MORALES HAS NO CONTACTS WHATSOEVER WITH THE 
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UNIVERSITY OF WISCONSIN CENTER FOR COOPERATIVES AND 
IS MOST GRATEFUL FOR YOUR HAVING ESTABLISHED THEM WITH 
DR. HOWARD WHITNEY. AT WISCONSIN HE IS INTERESTED

COULD BE BETTER EMPLOYED ELSEWHERE IN COSTA RICA ON 
BEHALFOF THE DEMOCRATIC LABOR MOVEMENT. WE THEREFORE

DOHERTY OF AIFLD AND LAZAR FOR A FRANK EXCHANGE OF VIEWS

NEWSMAN ARCE'S EXPENSES) TO COVER THEIR EXPENSES AT 
CORNELL AND ELSEWHERE. PARTY WILL THUS PAY FOR SERVICES
